
Father and daughter 
escape 'arson' attack

AN INVESTIGATION has 
been launched after a 
Lyme Regis father and 
daughter became the vic¬ 
tims of a suspected arson 
attack as they lay sleeping 
in their beds. 

Lance Westwood was 
confronted with a wall of 
fire at his font door after 
being awoken at 2am by a 
smoke alarm, as his eight 


year-old daughter lay 
asleep in the next room. 

It is believed an acceler¬ 
ant, thought to have been 
petrol, was poured through 
the letterbox of 17 Manor 
Avenue in the early hours 
of Monday. 

Mr Westwood, who has 


lived at the Magna Hous¬ 
ing property for the past 
six years, said: “I heard 
bleeping from the fire 
alarm. I walked through to 
the door and saw a red 
glow and that was it. I pan¬ 
icked, and pulled my 
daughter up out of her bed¬ 


room, which is nearest to 
the door. Then I chucked a 
bucket of water on it and 
just had to watch the fire 
float across the carpet. So I 
tried again and then 
phoned 999, the next thing 
I know the emergency 
services were there.

ORIGINALLY from Lyme Regis, Justin Tunstall re¬ 
turned to the town in 2009 after a successful ca¬ 
reer in publishing. 

He had worked at the Daily Express, Daily Mir¬ 
ror, Chicago Tribune, New York Daily News, The 
Spectator and BBC - to name a few - but on mov¬ 
ing home made a drastic career change and 
opened the Town Mill Cheesemonger. 

The shop has since been named the Best New 
Cheese Retailer 2009 and listed among the top 
shops in Britain in the Times and Independent. 

Justin lives in Charmouth with his wife Katy, 
who is a physiotherapist at Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre. 


■ WHAT do you like about living/working in Lyme 
Regis? 

The people - a solid bedrock of locals and some interest¬ 
ing visitors - we get them all in the shop. And every 
week, someone from my past crops up and re-introduces 
themselves. Also the beauty of our surroundings - the 
view from Stonebarrow at sunset can’t be beaten. The 
Cobb is iconic for a very good reason - it’s a beautifully 
satisfying construction. 

■ WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

Reopen the empty businesses in Lyme - shops on Broad 
Street, the Angel pub and the Three Cups Hotel. We have 
no butcher, I think there used to be five when I was a kid. 
I also wish that some incomers would recognise that 
Lyme needs to be more than a picture postcard. It needs 
jobs, affordable homes for those that work here and vi¬ 
brant businesses if it’s not to fade and decay. If we don’t 
use our local shops and facilities, they’ll disappear. 

■ HOW did you become interested in cheese? 

I went veggie about 20-years-ago and wanted to find out 
more about the food that I was eating. Cheese seemed 
like a good place to start. I soon learnt that each country 
has its own delights and that French cheese wasn’t the 
end of the story. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite cheese and why? 

Today it’s St Aldhelm’s Blue, from Purbeck in Dorset. I 
had to persuade the cheese-maker to supply me at first, 
but I know her well now and I admired the way she’s 
subtly improved the cheese over the months. It’s deli¬ 
cately tangy, creamy and delicious. 

■ YOU'RE judging the British Cheese Awards this 
year - tell us a little about the competition and how 
you became a judge. 

The British Cheese Awards were set up by Juliet Harbutt 



in 1994 and are coveted by those who make the UK’s 
great variety of cheeses. The event is in Cardiff on Sep¬ 
tember 25th, and is then followed by the two-day Cheese 
Festival at Cardiff Castle, then nationwide by British 
Cheese Week (September 25th to October 3rd). 

I’m a judge primarily because the shop won the Best New 
Cheese Retailer at last year’s awards and people seem to 
like what we do and how we do it. The team of judges 
assemble in the Cotswolds next week at Alex James’ farm 
- he’s both a cheese-maker and the bassist in Blur - and 
then deliberate over the 600 plus cheeses entered 
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■ HAVE you got any events coming up at the Town 
Mill Cheesemonger? 

We have Radio 2’s Radcliffe and Maconie coming to the 
shop during British Cheese Week, and we’re also putting 
the boat out for Dorset Food Week in October, when Juliet 
Harbutt and I will be hosting a Cheese Challenge on Fri¬ 
day, October 29th. 

■ WHY did you decide to come back to Lyme and 
start this new venture? 

My mother was dying of cancer and I was coming down 
from London a couple of times each week to see her. I 
started to wonder why I was still living away, when this 
was where my heart belonged. Thankfully, my wife Katy 
agreed. I knew that Lyme would be the place to recognise 
a quality cheese shop and when I saw the premises at the 
Town Mill I realised that I’d forever kick myself if anyone 
else made a success of the spot. 

■ WHAT three items would you want if you were 
stranded on a desert island? 

My fully loaded iPod -1 can’t live without The Grateful 
Dead; a guide to the local flora and fauna - both for food 
and for the pleasure of exploration and appreciation; and 
a proper old fashioned wireless to receive the BBC World 
Service. 

■ WHICH three people would you like to invite to a 
dinner party? 

Old pal Pete Frame, founder of Zigzag magazine and cre¬ 
ator of the meticulously researched Rock Family trees. 
He’s a fab raconteur and met all my musical heroes in 
their pomp. My grandfather, whom I never met as he died 
in 1948. He was a music hall star in the 1890s and trod 
the boards under the name of “The Great Eno”. And my 
wife Katy.

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Another twin for Lyme? 


LYME Regis is set to be 
twinned with French fish¬ 
ing town Barfleur follow¬ 
ing “enthusiastic support” 
at a public meeting. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil were originally ap¬ 
proached by the Mayor of 
Barfleur to officially twin 
with the town. 

About 25 people at¬ 
tended a public meeting 
regarding the request, 
which was held at the 
Woodmead Halls on Mon¬ 
day, August 23rd. 

A steering group to fi¬ 
nalise plans for the twin¬ 
ning was established at the 
public meeting, and a sec¬ 
ond meeting was sched¬ 
uled for 7pm on 
September 13th at the 
Guildhall. 

Representatives of 
Axminster and Bridport 
Twinning Associations, 
which are both twinned 
with French towns, will be

invited to the meeting to 
give their advice. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
will also be writing to the 
Mayor of Barfleur to ex¬ 
press the town’s interest in 
twinning. 

The steering group hope 
to visit Barfleur, 25 kilo¬ 
metres east of Cherbourg 
in north-east Normandy, 
for the first time this au¬ 
tumn. 

Barfleur was formerly 
the largest port in Nor¬ 
mandy, where the Nor¬ 
mans prepared for the 
Battle of Hastings in 1066, 
and is also known for the 
Battle of Barfleur off the 
coast in 1692. 

The town was burnt by 
Edward III in 1348, and 
again in the 15 and 16th- 
centuries.

unspoilt tourist destination 
and fishing port, domi¬ 
nated by the attractive 
church of St Nicholas and 
lined with 17th and 18th- 
century houses. 

Lyme Regis is already 
twinned with St George’s 
in Bermuda thanks to the 
connections made by for¬ 
mer Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Admiral Sir George 
Somers, in 1609. The 
Lyme Regis and St 
George’s Twinning Associ¬ 
ation, which visit each 
other every year, are also 
hoping that Lyme will twin 
with Jamestown in Vir¬ 
ginia, where Sir George 
Somers was heading when 
he was shipwrecked in 
Bermuda, to complete the 
“Bermuda triangle”. 

Lyme Regis Football 
Club has also been twinned 
with the club in Cruelly, 
Normandy, for 30 years. 

Members make alternate 
trips between the two 
towns every year.

Coastguard rescues 

A MAN was airlifted to hospital after suffering a sus¬ 
pected heart attack on the beach between Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth during a fossil walk. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards were called to the scene 
on Canary Ledges, below Black Ven, on Sunday to 
assist the 76-year-old. Due to the seriousness of 
the incident and the difficulty of access, it was de¬ 
cided to call the coastguard helicopter from Port¬ 
land to airlift the man to Dorchester Hospital. 

♦ LYME Regis Coastguards were called to rescue a 
teenager cut off by the tide near Charmouth on 
Wednesday. 

The boy was reported to be waist deep in the surf 
of the incoming tide, on the "wrong side" of the 
landslide, 500 metres east of Charmouth. 

As Lyme Regis Lifeboat crew also prepared to 
launch, it was quickly established by the coast¬ 
guards that the teenager had managed to walk

smell of petrol, which has 
been verified by the police. 
Why would petrol be put 
through the door? I think it 
was a direct attack on me.” 

Neighbours were woken 
as fire crews from Lyme 
Regis, Charmouth and an 
appliance from Axminster 
arrived at the address 
around 2.35am. 

Crews used two sets of 
breathing apparatus and 
one hose reel jet to extin¬ 
guish the fire in the first 
floor flat. 

Mr Westwood, his 



daughter and a family 
friend were rescued from 
the flat after becoming 
trapped in a back room. All 
three were treated by the 
ambulance service for 
smoke inhalation at the 
scene. 

Mr Westwood refused to 
be taken to hospital after 
receiving treatment for 
smoke inhalation at the 
scene, instead wanting to 
comfort his daughter, who 
was living with him after a 
recent custody battle. 

“Whoever has done this 
has put a kid’s life in dan¬ 
ger,” said Mr Westwood. 

“Whoever did this - 
thanks for ruining my life 
and putting my daughter at 
risk. I assume it was at¬ 
tempted murder.” 

A police statement said: 
‘Weymouth CID is investi¬ 
gating the circumstances 
surrounding a suspicious 
fire that occurred in Lyme 
Regis during the early 
hours of Monday morning. 

“The occupants of the 
flat were sleeping at the 


time of the fire, however, 
no one was injured. 

“Police are anxious to 
hear from any witnesses 
that may have seen any 
suspicious vehicles or per¬ 
son in the area at the time.”

Great success for first gig regatta

Town council modernise 
pay and display parking 


MORTORISTS parking in Lyme Regis 
Town Council car parks no longer have to 
pay with change. They can now pay for 
their parking with their mobile phone and 
a debit or credit card instead. 

Pay by phone parking service RingGo 
was introduced to the Woodmead Halls 
and Cabanya Car Parks last Wednesday 
(August 25th), offering residents and vis¬ 
itors an alternative to paying for parking 
tickets with cash. 

To use the service, motorists park and 
then call 01297 570470, which is shown 
on the pay and display machines. They 
will be asked for their vehicle registration 
number and location (a four-digit code), 
how long they want to park for and pay¬ 
ment is taken from their debit or credit 
card. 

First-time users will have to give full 
payment details, but afterwards will only 
have to provide their three-digit security 
code, as the system identifies their mobile 
and retrieves the previously provided in¬ 
formation. 


Using RingGo costs 20 pence on top of 
the standard car parking fee. No parking 
ticket is needed and enforcement officers 
will have detail of who has paid by phone. 

An additional benefit of RingGo is that 
motorists can extend their stay if running 
late without returning to their car, simply 
by dialling the RingGo number again. 
Drivers can also opt for a text message to 
be sent to them when their parking time is 
running out. 

Deputy town clerk Simon Ratcliff said: 
“We are very pleased to launch RingGo in 
our car parks. We want people to enjoy 
their visit to Lyme Regis and we don’t 
want problems with paying for parking to 
spoil their enjoyment. 

“With so many payments now made by 
credit or debit cards, we think residents 
and visitors will appreciate being able to 
pay by phone, rather than saving up coins 
to cover their parking costs.”

Manor Farm hope to improve facilities

TOP local fisherman, Dar¬ 
ren Herbert, won a total of 
£400 in the first Big Fish 
Weekend competition in 
Lyme Regis. 

Over 50 fishermen en¬ 
tered the shore-based com¬ 
petition, in aid of Help For 
Heroes, which was held 
from Friday night to Sun¬ 
day evening over the Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

Mr Herbert, of the Tackle 
Box on Marine Parade, 
helped organise the com¬ 
petition and only fished for 
six of the 48 hours. He still 
won £400 of the available 
£1,500 prize money for his 


impressive golden grey 
mullets, the best weighing 
2.15 pounds (107.82 per 
cent specimen), which 
came first and second 
place for the best specimen 
fish of any species and first 
place in the specific 
species category. 

After receiving his cash 
prizes, Mr Herbert gave 
£200 back, boosting the 
total raised so far to over 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Mark Wickenden came 
third place with his ballan 


wrasse in the specimen 
fish of any species cate¬ 
gory, which also came first 
in the specific species cat¬ 
egory. He also caught the 
best L.S. dogfish, taking 
away a total of £250. 

Simon Skinner took 
away £200 after catching 
the best garfish and bass. 

Winners were presented 
with their cash prizes by 
Andrew Kaye, secretary of 
Lyme Regis Angling Soci¬ 
ety, Steve Sweet, and or¬ 
ganiser Mike Hansell at 
the Powerboat Club on 
Sunday evening. 

Fishermen who didn’t 


win a prize were entered 
into a raffle for a top fish¬ 
ing rod donated by the 
Tackle Box, which was 
won by Peter Guest.

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ArtsFest founder Hugh 
shares his inspirations 


IN a series of interviews leading to ArtsFest 2010, 
ANTHEA SIMMONS meets HUGH DUNFORD- 
WOQD, one of the founders of the festival and a 
major force on the arts scene both in Lyme and fur¬ 
ther afield. 

He will be opening his newly-built studio to the 
public during ArtsFest and hosting a film night on 
Monday, September 27th at his unique and histori¬ 
cal house. Little Place, on Silver Street. 

What's the history of your involvement in the arts? 

"I don't come from an artistic background - as an uncle 
said, it was as if my father planted an onion, and up 
came a daffodil. I grew up travelling around the world, 
seeing and absorbing much. 

"I went to Ruskin School of Fine Art in Oxford from 
1968 to 1971, though my two wonderful mentors came 
to me after that time. The designer Dame Peggy Angus 
introduced me to the English School - her friends John 
Piper, Henry Moore, and the influence of the late Eric 
Ravilious. She did not believe in 'fine art' as such, she 
was more interested in art for the people, in crafts. I was 
her apprentice for two years at her Camden Studios. The 
other great influence on my early life was Sir David 
Lean. He really taught me to see - and he took me all 
over the globe. 

"On a whim I went to live in Brazil in the house of US

poet Laureate Elizabeth Bishop. My wife was pregnant, 
so I painted nudes mostly, and I found numerous por¬ 
trait and design commissions there.Then we moved to 
Paris for a year, and eventually returned to settle in Ox¬ 
fordshire. 

"Painting is a lonely profession, so as a balance, I 
started designing and making hand-painted ties and 
waistcoats, which I sold in London, New York and Tokyo. 
At its peak, Dunford Wood Designs had twenty-four 
painters on its books. I also designed pottery and made 
my own wallpaper to decorate my home, where my 
three younger children were born. 

"Family life was a rich stabilising time, though I still 
travelled with my work to the states, India, Tahiti, Japan, 
Iceland and Greece, and I was artist in residence at the 
Royal Shakespeare Company and, later, at the Globe 
Theatre. 

"Last year I worked on and off in Bermuda. I've also 
worked in several prisons such as Belmarsh, leading an 
art course that dealt with issues surrounding male iden¬ 
tity. Being the father of three sons brought me into the 
men's movement, running workshops to explore the 
emotional life of men. For the past 15 years I have run 
a yearly vision quest retreat in the wilds of Wales. This 
now includes women, and is an important fixture in my 
autumn calendar. 

"I've worked in a lot of different places, and media, it's 
hard to describe it all chronologically." 

What are your main sources of inspiration? 

"I see myself as part of the English graphic tradition of 
Ravilious, Hockney and Paula Rego, who was my neigh¬ 
bour in Camden. The expressionist English painters 
such as Bacon and Howard Hodgkin influence me less, 
although I admire them from afar. 



"At present, I am working on a series of large linocuts 
for a food festival, wallpaper for a Cambridge hotel, two 
more paintings for Bermuda, and a portrait of a Dorset 
family. I enjoy the versatility of my work and draw inspi¬ 
ration, like a dustman, from the streets." 


If you had an unlimited budget, what would you 
most like to see hanging on your wall and which 
gallery would you be happily confined for a week? 

"I would not want to own any particular art. What I 
would really like is to be given the use of one of the ho¬ 
tels here in Lyme. I would convert it into studios, be¬ 
cause there really is no affordable space for artists and 
craftspeople in Lyme. There would be pottery, print¬ 
making, painting. It would be a creative hub, populated 
by people with a passion for the arts. 

"As to galleries, I have never visited the Prado. I would 
also like to spend some time in that dining room with 
all the Rothko, the Seagram murals." 

How did you come to be involved in ArtsFest? 

"Its origins go back to when I was living in Oxford. I had 
been in Boston for Elizabeth Bishop's funeral and found 
the place teeming with open studios. It was a real inspi¬ 
ration. Why not do the same back in England? So in 
1982,1 started Oxford Art Week with the help of two 
other artists. Initially, we planned it to be within the city 
limits, but then I moved out to the sticks, and to still in¬ 
clude myself it became county-wide. I also started a 
smaller map-based initiative called Hives of Industry, 
which was year round and ran for some years. 

"I moved to London in 2000 when my first marriage 
ended after 24 years. I did not feel at home there and, 
on a hunch, I moved to Lyme Regis. Looking for a studio, 
I realised that the town was full of artists working in iso¬ 
lation. I set up Studio 19 and invited three others to join 
me, then realised that a festival could bring other artists 
together. 

"I approached Sally Holman, who seemed to have her 
finger on the pulse here, and with Chris Wicking as pub¬ 
licist, got the show on the road. We had open studios, 
concerts and circus workshops, the Brazilian Breakdanc¬ 
ing champion, and kids' driftwood boats in all the 
shops. It was a really good start, and laid the foundation 
for the shape of today's festival." 

As a founder of ArtsFest and a participant in its evo¬ 
lution, where would you like to see it go in the fu¬ 
ture? 

"The Artsfest network could be more interactive be¬ 
tween festivals. I believe in sharing experience and 
skills. I run a wallpaper design course here twice a year, 
and show films on artists. I would welcome more dia¬ 
logue among Dorset artists about their work rather 
than focussing on festival arrangements. Creative criti¬ 
cism is the only way I develop. 

"There is a danger of a myopic focus on the local. It is 
important to look beyond these narrow confines and 
to open the doors to the outside world. Perhaps studio 
swaps with artists from other parts of the country, or 
other countries, indeed! 

"A six months residency here would be a great way to 
bring in new young blood. Sharing ideas and network¬ 
ing is so important. We need to keep it all fresh and en¬ 
gaging." 

What do you think will be the highlight of this year's 
ArtsFest? 

"Anything that's new! I want to learn from other people, 
to be challenged!"

finds in her native Lyme Regis, Dorset, in¬ 
cluded the first skeletons of plesiosaurs, a 
killer marine reptile from the Jurassic. 

"Mary was also the first to discover the re¬ 
mains of ichthyosaurs, another predator, 
and a pterosaur, a flying reptile. She inspired 
the tongue-twister: She Sells Seashells On 
The Seashore." 

Mary was listed alongside Beatrix Potter, 
best known for her Peter Rabbit stories, but 
also a keen observer of fungi. Beatrix also 


had connections with Lyme, as she was in¬ 
spired to write "The Tale of Little Pig Robin¬ 
son" while staying in what is now the 
Mariners Hotel. 

Others included in the article were Marie 
Curie, Rosalind Franklin, Susan Greenfield 
and Mary Somerville.

A BOOK on the new £350,000 organ in St Michael's 
Parish Church in Lyme Regis has gone on sale. 

The book - "From Slovenia with love ..." has been 
written by View from Lyme Regis editor, Philip Evans. 

Priced at £5, the book is available from the 
Serendip Bookshop in Broad Street, Post Office 
(Broad Street), Tourist Information Centre (Church 
Street) and the View From offices in St Michael's Busi¬ 
ness Centre.

The book chronicles how the organ appeal com¬ 
mittee discovered Slovenian organ builder Anton 
Skrabl, the commissioning of the instrument, its con¬ 
struction , the shipping of over 300,000, separate 
components and its installation as reported in the 
View from Lyme Regis. 

There is also a section on the old organ which was 
sent back to Slovenia and refurbished for a new life 
in a Bosnian church ravaged by war. 

A foreword has been contributed by the former 
vicar of Lyme Regis, the Reverend John Harrisson, 
who, commenting on the new organ, says: "This 
magnificent new instrument more than lives up to 
its gleaming case. It has power, delicacy, range and 
texture." 

Organ appeal chairman Andrew Nicholason con¬ 
tributes a section on the many visits to the Skrabl 
organ builders in Slovenia. There is a chapter on local 
artist David West, who carved the intricate pipe 
shades that adorn the organ, and there is a colour 
section of photographs including many taken on the 
day when the community turned out in force to un¬ 
load the organ components into the church. 

Said Philip Evans: "A new organ is more than just a 
church event. The new Skrabl organ will serve the 
town possibly for 200 years and more and it's a tale 
which deserves recording for posterity." 


Shopkeeper to trek India 
to enhance young lives 


A LYME Regis businesswoman is taking part in a 
trek across northern India in a bid to to help en¬ 
hance children's lives in the UK. 

Sue Williams, 51, who runs Staples Stores, will be 
setting off on her trip of a lifetime in November.

PALMERS Brewery will 
be asking the public to 
comment on possible plans 
for The Three Cups at a 
special consultation day at 
the Pilot Boat in Lyme 
Regis on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 15th. 

The exhibition will be 
open to the public from 
12.30pm to 9pm. 

Representatives from the 
owners of the former hotel, 
closed for over 20 years, 
will be on hand to explain 
the various options under 
consideration and the pub¬ 
lic will be invited to com¬ 
ment. 


The proposals include a 
ground floor retail use in 
the Three Cups building 
fronting Broad Street, ad¬ 
ditional retail units at the 
rear together with a new 
restaurant overlooking 
Lyme Bay, which could at¬ 
tract a celebrity chef. 

Palmers’ architects are 
considering whether some 
letting rooms could be in¬ 
cluded within the scheme, 
offering accommodation 
to visitors but they will not 
be re-opening the building 


as an hotel after commis¬ 
sioning a report from ex¬ 
perts saying it would not 
be economic to do so. 

The plans will also need 
to incorporate residential 
units, which are essential 
to fund the multi-million 
pound cost of developing 
the site. 

The brewery has spent 
more than seven months 
consulting with town and 
district councillors, plan¬ 
ning officers and the Save 
The Three Cups group to 


find a future for the site 
that is both economically 
viable and benefits Lyme 
Regis. 

John Palmer, managing 
director of Palmers Brew¬ 
ery, said: “We think we

Living life off the land 


PAT BOWCOCK is the mastermind behind 
Ourganics in Litton Cheney, a Permaculture 
demo lifestyle and debt free self-sustaining 
business. Ourganics is completely off the grid 
for water and electricity, relying on the wind 
and sun for all the energy it needs. 

Many couldn't imagine Pat any other way, 
but in the late 90s Pat was living a very differ¬ 
ent lifestyle indeed. Here TOM GLOVER talks 
to Pat about her lifestyle. 


L iving with your 
family in the idyllic 
country village of 
Litton Cheney, surrounded 
by all the modern world’s 
creature comforts, may be 
many a persons’ dream 
lifestyle - but Pat Bow- 
cock traded all that in for a 
caravan on an empty pony 
paddock. 

Her dream as a child was 
a long-term marriage, a 
nice house and holidays 
abroad, by 48-years-old 
she was living that dream 
but something didn’t sit 
right with Pat. 

“I think I started to re¬ 
alise how unsustainable 
my life was,” she said. 

“I just decided I was sick 
to my very core at the way 
we treat the planet and 
each other and the world in 
general. 

“I had everything and yet 
I wasn’t happy. I had 
achieved everything I 
wanted but it just wasn’t 
right. I went to Ireland 
with a friend who was buy¬ 
ing some land and going to 
do a permaculture project. 
I saw the land and I sup¬ 
ported her in creating it 
and I thought I’ve got to do 


this, this is it.” 

More than a decade on, 
its hard to imagine Our¬ 
ganics being just an empty 
field. Pat is now 85 per 
cent self-sufficient, living 
off the land she has nur¬ 
tured since 1999. 

With the help of thou¬ 
sands of volunteers, and an 
initial boost from a digger 
and dumper truck, Pat now 
not only lives off the land 
but teaches others about 
her permaculture lifestyle, 
with regular workshops, 
courses and school visits. 

Pat’s dream is not yet 
complete, however, her 
current classroom doubles 
as her office and living 
space and she is currently 
on a hunt for funding to 
make her small project in 
Litton Cheney the perma¬ 


culture centre for the south 
west. 

She said: “We have plan¬ 
ning permission to take 
down the old stable block 
here and put up a class¬ 
room and a kitchen so that 
we can continue to run 
courses all the year round. 

“There aren’t many 
places where it’s pure per¬ 
maculture and people can 
just pop in and do courses 
and actually see it in ac¬ 
tion, what they are learn¬ 
ing in the classroom they 
can actually go out and see 
straight away and I think 
that aids the understanding 
for the students.” 

Despite thousands of vis¬ 
its a year there is always 
one group ready to pose an 
interesting question for 
Pat, and they all come

from just a short walk up 
the road. The pupils from 
Thorner’s Primary School. 

“The questions they ask 
are fantastic, some of them 
are so clued up it’s just 
amazing,” she said. 

“We always start with 
the loo because that’s their 
point of interest. Then hav¬ 
ing done that they are in¬ 
terested in the wildlife and 
then it’s money. The next 
thing is how do I manage 
without computer games. 

“The children just want 
to know how I basically 
live, what do I do if I need 
the toilet in the night. 
Often you can see they are 
thinking ‘how would I do 
it?’ and you can just see 
them getting more and 
more excited about the 
whole thing. I think that 
children are just sponges 
and the things they notice 
as we are walking around 
are just fantastic.” 

Pat thinks that lingering 
away in the back of her 
mind was a desire to return 
to her youth, a way of life 
nurtured on the working 
agricultural mill that was 
her childhood home. 

The move from the con¬ 
ventional way of life was 
greeted with concern and 
anxiety from friends and 
family though. 

“Generally, nobody re¬ 
ally understood what I was 
going to do and nobody re¬ 
ally could see why I would 
want to do it but they were 
all supportive,” she said. 

“My father was slightly 
anxious. Why would I 
want to live in an empty 
field when I had every¬ 
thing? He needed a lot of 
care from my mother at the 
time. However, he would 
come down at least once a 
week and watched it un¬ 
fold over the years. He ab¬ 
solutely loved it and 
everyday he would say 
‘shall we go down to the 
field?’ 

“The fact that he found 
such peace here and that 
he loved it was fantastic. 

“I’m very content and 
fulfilled. I’m always often 
quite broke, quite frus¬ 
trated and usually ab¬ 
solutely exhausted. I’m 
still the person I was, just 
because I live differently 
now.” 

The transition for Pat 
wasn’t easy though. With 
no farming or business ex¬ 
perience she threw herself 
in at the deep-end, and her 
determination to take the 
lifestyle to the extreme 
from the outset was 
greeted with surprise, even 
from those who shared her 
passion. 

“On my first visit from 
the Soil Association the in¬ 
spector came and he 
bought his laptop,” she 



said. 

“He wanted to plug it in 
because he didn’t have 
much battery and I sud¬ 
denly thought, ‘oh I really 
don’t have electricity, I 
need to learn how to 
make electricity’. It has 
been a bit like that all the 
way along. I believe that 
everything this project 
needs walks down the 
track and I’ve believed 
that since I walked down. 

“I thought this project is 
going to be so well sup¬ 
ported and everything it 
needs will come and it al¬ 
ways has come. Not al¬ 
ways in the way I thought 
or in the way I wanted it 
or expected it but it’s al¬ 
ways worked.” 

In 2010 Pat now has 
three solar panels a wind 
turbine and a battery pack 
for storing electricity. For 
many this seems like a 
very basic need but for 
Pat this is luxury. 

“It was originally quite 
a challenge because I did¬ 
n’t have running water or 
electricity, I was living by 
candlelight,” she said. 

“I think I’ve always 
worked with the energy 
I’ve had. Last winter I 
was without energy for 
about six weeks and it 
was a case of what jobs 
need to be done in the 
day. 

“I think I have just 
learnt to work and live 
with what I have and 
where I am, so when I 
didn’t have electricity I 


just didn’t have it. I had 
to prioritise my day, there 
was no point in thinking 
I’ll work on my laptop 
because there was no en¬ 
ergy so I just had to get 
round that.” 

Permaculture is a rela¬ 
tively new phenomena. 

“There is a lot about it 
on TV now I’m told,” 
said Pat. 

People interpret the idea 
of Permaculture in a 
number of different ways 
but for all it is a lifestyle 
choice. 

“My definition is that it 
is a design system for my 
life,” said Pat. “It’s about 
the connections that I 
make between food, be¬ 
tween my home, between 
the energy that I use. 

“It is about a holistic 
way of living so that all 
these things are con¬ 
nected so that I am able to 
take more responsibility 
for my life, what I’m pro¬ 
ducing and what I am 
giving away and throw¬ 
ing away. A lot of people 
think it’s just about grow¬ 
ing, it isn’t just about 
growing it’s about all the 
connections around 
growing, it’s earth care, 
people care and fair 
share.” 

It was that phrase “earth 
care, people care and fair 
share” that gave Pat that 
lightbulb moment 15- 
years-ago. 

“They really hit a place 
in me because I started to 
see that until we take care 


of ourselves and each 
other we are not really in 
the position to look after 
our environment, because 
we are too busy on sur¬ 
vival,” she said. 

“Once we start to look 
after the environment 
there is such abundance 
in that process, that then 
we are able to share, we 
share skills, we have 
more trust and therefore 
we create more, there is 
more to go round and 
there is more generosity. 
I think those words hit me 
so strongly all those years 
ago that they are what I 
chant now.” 

Pat doesn’t preach her 
new lifestyle to others. In 
fact she claims she 
wouldn’t recommend it to 
anyone. Pat just speaks 
on her own experience 
and what she has gained 
from her lifestyle change. 

“I’ve learnt not to judge 
people,” she said. “I think 
actually we are all doing 
the very best we can. 

“A lot of it is patience 
and a lot of it is trust and 
I don’t go without any¬ 
thing. I have such a rich 
full life, its absolutely in¬ 
credible. 

“One of the things chil¬ 
dren always ask is how 
do you live without tele¬ 
vision and DVDs and I 
say well actually there is 
a DVD going on outside 
every moment of every¬ 
day, you’ve just got to 
learn to watch it.”

A FTER having recently been a to the Rajpoot in 
Dorchester in a large group, I decided to take my 
partner as I had been previously impressed by the 
ambience and feel of the restaurant. 

For those that missed my previous review 
and have not yet experienced this mar¬ 
vellous curry house, I'd like to ex¬ 
plain that this is not your 
run-of-the-mill Indian restau¬ 
rant. 

The recently refurbished 
business is finished to a 
high, and somewhat glam¬ 
orous standard, boasting 
some of the most mouth 
watering, contemporary 
(and traditional) Indian cui¬ 
sine imaginable. 

Lighting, mirrors, decor, table 
layout, cutlery and crockery are all 
guaranteed to be a topic of conversa¬ 
tion during your dining experience as they 
are elements that lots of thought has gone into, 
and that's before you have even seen or tasted the food!

The JMP was a cherished dream for Sally whose long solo career saw her 
voice frequently compared to the Canadian. But the Joni Mitchell Project 
is much more than simply a tribute for Sally Barker breathes new life into 
the classics.

Legendary folk duo 
for Palace show 

SATURDAY (September 4th) will see a startlingly intense reunion from the legendary, 
ground-breaking duo Dave Swarbrickand Martin Carthy at The Electric Palace in Brid- 
port. 

All the old skills will be demonstrated with a new collection of traditional songs 
and instrumentals. Their experienced approach to their art lacks none of the fervour 
of their early days, and brings a maturity born of many years living with the music 
that is an integral part of their beings. 

This remarkable pairing played an important part in the tremendous shake up 
given to British folk music in the middle to late 60's. Dave Swarbrick first came to 
prominence on the folk scene as a young instrumental virtuoso in the Ian Campbell 
Folk Group. Having worked alongside other leading musicians such as Ewan MacColl 
and Peggy Seeger, Beryl and Roger Marriott and A. L. Lloyd, he teamed up with Martin 
Carthy in 1966. While they featured hot instrumental tracks in their live sets and 
recordings, Dave's forte in the duo was sensitive accompaniment to Martin's vocals 
and guitar. 

For more than 40 years Martin Carthy has been one of folk music's greatest inno¬ 
vators, one of its best loved, most enthusiastic and, at times, most quietly controver¬ 
sial of figures. His skill, stage presence and natural charm have won him many 
admirers, not only from within the folk scene, but also far beyond it.

The region always offers a 
warm welcome to good music and if this is more 
your scene then there are a few eyecatchers in the 
mix here. Beatles, Blues and Blue Violin Project is an 
early highlight (Sunday, September 12th) featuring 
former members of ELO, in its various line-ups, Phil 
Bates and Mik Kaminski with Tina McBain from the 
Eleanor Rigby Experience. The band promise to de- 
liver'exactly what it says on the tin'so if new arrange¬ 
ments of Beatles songs, some classic ELO and a bit of 
the blues thrown in seems like a good way to spend 
a Sunday evening then this might be for you. Con¬ 
tinuing on a blues theme, the popular festival band, 
The Spikedrivers make a welcome return to the the¬ 
atre (Friday, September 17th). In a different hue, 
Deeply Purple should be a real crowd-pleaser (Satur¬ 
day September 25th) for any rock officianado, cover¬ 
ing the very best of the rock giant's back catalogue. 
Classical music followers are not ignored as the Con¬ 
certs in the West series restarts with The Eloquent 
Oboe (Thursday September 23rd) and the Lawson 


Trio (Wednesday, 20th October) - featuring young 
and highly talented musicians. With Malinky's Scot¬ 
tish folk sound (Friday, October 15th) and funky Pre¬ 
ston Reed (Sunday 17th October) the music scene has 
something almost for everyone. Almost because, 
whilst these are for the most part highly skilled and 
experienced musicians the theatre might want to 
consider its offering for younger audiences.

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BIG BROTHER/CHANNEL 5 | RICHARD Desmond, the new owner of Channel 
5, is in talks to take Big Brother to the channel next year according to reports. 

The show's run on Channel 4 is to end in the next couple of weeks as Ultimate 
Big Brother marks the long-running reality show's swansong. But talks are now 
said to be in progress between Channel 5 and Big Brother production company 
Endemol UK. 

Desmond has publicly declared his interest in buying the series, as well as res¬ 
urrecting old shows like Top Of The Pops as he seeks to revive the fortunes of 
the ailing broadcaster. 

Channel 4 signed a three-year contract with Endemol for Big Brother in 2006, 
which was said at the time to be worth up to £70m. But with many people com¬ 
plaining about the show's tired format Desmond is likely to pay far less than 
that. One senior TV industry insider said that £30m might be a more realistic 
figure now that the show's popularity has waned. 

Endemol has spent heavily on the Big Brother house and related studio facil¬ 
ities at Elstree in Hertfordshire and the show also employs a large dedicated 
staff. 

Closing or mothballing the studio and moving employees to other parts of 
the business would be costly and Endemol is likely to need a swift decision on 
whether the show will continue next year on Channel 5. 

Despite the excitement it is understood however that the full details of the 
deal are still to be finalised and no announcement is imminent.

North Sea mammoth tusks at Dinosaur Museum 



Lunchtime and evening menu available daily 


TWO superb examples of woolly mammoth tusks have gone on dis¬ 
play at the Dinosaur Museum in Dorchester as the centrepiece of a 
display on Mammoths. The tusks originate from the North Sea. Be¬ 
tween 50,000 and 20,000 years ago the North Sea did not exist and 
England was connected to the continent by low-lying pastures. Pre¬ 
historic mammals such as mammoths, woolly rhinos, horse and bison 
fed off the fertile lands. 


The tusks date to the end of this period and are unusually coloured 
owing to them having been in water, under the sea, for so long a time. 
The fully-grown tusks of Woolly Mammoths were extremely long, up 
to an amazing 5 metres; and very curved. They were possibly used to 
aid the search for food and to demonstrate sexual prowess. The sec¬ 
tions of tusk on display are each about 1,5m long. 

"The new display comes at a time when new research has revealed 
that humans were not responsible for the extinction of 
the mammoths. It had traditionally been thought that 
mammoths had been hunted to extinction," said Tim 
Batty curator of the Dinosaur Museum. 

"However it now appears that it was climate change 
that caused their extinction. Mammoths were well 
adapted to the low temperatures of the Ice Age. The cli¬ 
matic conditions during the Ice Age did not favour the 
growth of trees and consequently there were extensive 
grasslands for the mammoths to graze on. However 
with the end of the Ice Age and the warming of tem¬ 
peratures tree growth accelerated causing a spread of 
forests and dramatically reducing the available food 
supply for mammoths." 

The tusks became buried in the thin layers of sand at 
the bottom of the shallow southern region of the North 
Sea. Here they remained for thousands of years as they 
became fossilised. Eventually tidal currents and dredg¬ 
ing released these fossilised remains to be caught in 
fishing nets of a trawler. 

The award winning Dinosaur Museum is in the heart 
of Dorchester and is open daily. Over the Bank Holiday 
weekend it is holding the Great Dinosaur Hunt from 
28th to 30th August.

CHEVROLET'S FIRST entrant into the European 
MPV segment, the Orlando, will be one of the 
star attractions at the Mondial de I'Automobile 
in Paris on September 30, when the full produc¬ 
tion model makes its world debut.

Based on the show car concept first seen at Paris 
in 2008, the Chevrolet Orlando is a true family car 
for the times, combining 7-seater practicality and 
interior flexibility with striking crossover style de¬ 
sign.

Wildcats injury jinx strikes again

THE much anticipated National League battle with 
Newport Hornets turned into an injury nightmare for 
the Weymouth Weyline Wildcats and Byron Bekkerwho 
suffered a broken right collarbone and broken left 
knuckle in a first bend crash with Hornets Tony Atkin in 
heat 10 at the Wessex Stadium. 

The meeting started off well for Bekker in heat 1 win¬ 
ning from Hornets'Todd Kurtz with Dan Halsey picking 
up third for the Wildcats. 

Back from injury Tom Young backed up James White 
Williams for a 5-1 in heat 2 with Richard Andrews pick¬ 
ing up third. Two shared heats followed Tom Brown tak¬ 
ing heat 3 for the Wildcats over Hornets Mark Jones and 
Atkin. 

Former Wildcat Kyle Newman stormed off for heat 4 
with James Cockle and Gary Cottham taking the minor 
places after Cottham initially led the race. 

Heat 5 saw an advantage for the Hornets with Kurtz 
and former Cat Luke Priest split by Brown, while Karl 
Mason struggled at the back suffering from sickness. 
Bekker took his second win in heat 6 ahead of Newman 
and White Williams while Halsey fell on the first bend 
fourth lap while in third place. Another heat advantage 
for the Hornets with Cockle splitting Atkin and Jones in 
heat 7 saw the Hornets move 6 points up, 18-24. 

Priest took heat 8 from Cottham and Halsey sharing 
the points then White William and Newman smashed 
in a 5-1 over Cottham and Brown who retired from the 
race in heat 9 to go 10 points up 22-32. 

Straight away Wildcats team manager Phil Bartlet sent 
Bekker out in black and white for a tactical ride, the race 
only lasted until the first bend with elbows and pushing 


at will resulting in Bekker and Atkin carrering into the 
first turn fence. Atkin was soon up and walking back to 
the pits but the medics treated Bekker on circuit before 
transferring to the ambulance. 

Following a 40 minute delay until the county ambu¬ 
lance arrived when Bekker was transferred and taken 
to the local hospital where it was revealed during the 
early hours the extent of Bekkers injuries are a broken 
right collarbone and broken left knuckle which has 
halted the South-African’s season, although initial 
thoughts are that Bekker could possibly return in three 
weeks. 

Cottham replaced Bekker in the re-run heat with 
Halsey splitting Jones and Atkin. Cockle was out as a 
tactical ride in heat 11 splitting Hornets pair of Kurtz 
and Priest in the first of four shared heats. Jones won 
heat 12, Cottham and Brown slotting in for the minor 
places. Kurtz took heat 13 from Cottham and Cockle 
while Atkin headed Andrews and Mason in the re-run 
heat 14 following Young's fall and disqualification. 

The last heat was somewhat controversial, Brown fell 
third turn first lap, the race continued with Kurtz in the 
lead, Cockle challenged Newman for second place cut¬ 
ting inside him entering the third turn second lap. 

Newman careered into the fence right in front of the 
Hornets supporters who made their voice heard when 
the meeting referee judged Newman to be the cause 
of the stoppage and disqualified him from the re-run 
which was won by Kurtz from Cockle putting the Hor¬ 
nets on top of the National League winning 39-52. 

After viewing video footage filmed by DL Sport Pro¬ 
ductions it clearly shows that Cockle had the racing line 
and Newman's foot caught Cockles dirt deflector 
throwing him off balance and into the kickboards while 
trying to re-pass the Wildcat.

IT'S TIME TO DIG OUT YOUR BOOTS! 


IT'S BEEN 'Once more into the 
breach, dear friends! Once more!' 
as far as local rugby is concerned 
in recent weeks. 

Cobwebs have been well and 
truly brushed from boots, and 
training, initially light and subse¬ 
quently more serious, is for most 
local clubs well under way. 

BRIDPORT won the Dorset AND 
Wilts League Division One with a 
bit to spare last April and, as a 
consequence, take their place in 
the Southern Counties (South) 
Division. 

Captained by Sean Stewart,
